SACRAMENTO - Fast-growing 
Western states picked up five 
additional congressional seats 
and' significant clout in 
Washington with the release 
. Thursday of the first batch of 
U.S. Census figures. 

Arizona, where suburban 
sprawl has led to the nation’s sec- 
ond-highest growth rate of 40 
' percent, was the biggest winner, 
adding two seats. California, 
Nevada and Colorado each got 
one more. 

“When you get right down to 
it, legi^dve p^dcs is a process 
of addition,” Arizona’s Rep. JD. 
Hayworth said. “When you add, 
it’s a good thing.” 

No Western states lost conces- 
sional seats, but there was disap- 
pointment in Utah and Montana.

BOISE - The first figures from the 2000 
census confirm Idaho's dramatic growth dur- 
ing the 1990s, fifth fastest In the nation and 
slightly faster than administration analysts 
expened as rcccndy as this past fall. 

The Census Bureau reported on Thursd.iy 


that Idaho’s population hit 1,293,953 last 
April 1 and wih' growth the past nine momlis 
has easily exceeded 1.3 million. 

The addition of just over 287,000 people 
reflected a 28,5 percent growth rate during 
the last decade. Only Nevada at 6G.3 percent, 
ArizQna at 40 percent, Colorado at 30.6 per- 
cent and Utah at 29.G percent had higher 


rates. Nationally, population grew 13.1 per- 
cent. 

.“The Rocky Mountain area really stands 
out," Boise State University political scientist , 
professor James Weatherby said. "It confirms 
what we’le been seeing all along."

Law tightens regs for teen-age drivers

TWP' FALLS - In the past two 
years, .6-ycnr-old Magic Valley 
resident Christina Hughes has 
lost three of her friends in car 
accidents. 

' She said they were accidents 
that could have been prevented 
had her friends been tetter pre- 
pared to drive before being h^d- 
ed driver’s licenses. 

Hughes is in favor of the new 
Idaho law that, beginning 


Monday, will require teen-age dri- 
vers to meet more extensive 
requirements before receiving 
their licenses. 

The new law will also impose 
stricter penalties for any driver 
under 17 years of age who is dted 
and convicted of moving traffic 
violations on nr after Monday. 

The new program requires 
young people under 17 to com- 
plete driver's training in addition 
to 50 hours of supervised driving 
with an adult during a minimum 
founmontl) period with no traffic 


violations. The young drivers 
mast also pa.ss teth a written test 
and a skills test and te at least 15 
years old before they can he 
ks-ued an Idaho’s driver’.s license, 
said Jane Caviness, drivers ser- 
vices manager for the Idaho 
Transportation Department’s 
Divi.iion of Motor Vehicles. 

“In the past, students were 
issued driver’s licenses at 15 
years of age after completing dri- 
ver’s training but often lacked 
enough actual driving experience 
to handle many of the circum- 


stances they encountered on the 
road,“ Caviness Kiid. “riie gradu- 
ated driver’s license pnigram will 
allow them to safely gain that 
exjterience while being moni- 
tored and tutored by more exi>eri- 
enced drivers." 

They’re also going to get more 
practice time tehind the wheel, 
Cariness said. 

Prior to the ne\v law, Idaho dri- 
vers had been required only to 
complete a driver's education

Clinton targets debt-free U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Clinton on Thursday 
projected that the country will 
enjoy a $1.9 criHlOn budget sur- 
plus over the next decade. He 
said the S300 billion increase 
over the last estimate last sum- 
mer means the U.S. government 
could be free of publicly held 
debt in less than a decade. 

“If we took that budget and 
committed ihe entire surplus to 
reducing the debt, we can make 
America debt-free by 2009,” 
Clinton said. 

The government debt is $5.6 
trillion, including $3.6 trillion 
held by the public. 

In recent years, Clinton has 
proposed setting aside on part 
of the annual surpluses for debt 
reduction, devoting the remain- 
der to a combination of tax cuts 
and spading increases. 

President-elect Bush has pro- 
posed devoting $1.3 trillion of 
the projected surpluses to 


across-the-board tax cuts. 

Clinton declined to pass judg- 
ment on Bush’s proposals, but 
said there arc “huge economic 
benefits" of following “a long- 
term responsible budget poli- 
cy.” 

White House officials said the 
projected surpluses are based 
on the assumption there will be 
no tax cuts. That seems unlikely 
with Bush's victory and support 


for s^eral tax cuts last year 
among Democrats in Congress 
even though Clinton vetoed 
them. 

The projected S1.9 trillion sur- 
plus.cxcludcs projected surplus- 
es in Social Security and 
Medicare funds, which Bush has 
agreed will be needed later to 
deal with aging baby boomers 
and should not be tapped to cut 
taxes.

Texas Seriate chooses 
official by secret ballot 


AUSTIN, Texas (AP) - With 
the blessing of] the Texas 
Supreme Court, state lawmakers 
on Thursday chose a new lieu- 
tenant governor - perhaps the 
most powerful post in Texas - by 
secret ballot.' 

A' few hours after the court 
turned aside a legal challenge ^ 
news organizations, the Texas 
Senate picked Bill Ratliff, a 
Republican from Mount 
Pleasant, about 100 mil^ north- 
east of Dallas. 

Ratliff was sworn in immedi- 
ately. The 11-year Senate voter: 
an received a standing ovation as 
he stepped to the podium. 

“To my colleagues, there truly 
is no greater honor than to be 
selected by your preference for 
on office os respected as this one ' - 
because, after all, you know all 
of my faults as well as I do hav- 
ing worked together all these' 

' years,” Ratliff said. 

Texas Democratic Party ' 
Chairwoman . Mollv Beth 
Malcolm congratulated Ratliff, 
saying he “is fair and honor- 
able.” Ratliff said he would give 
up chairmanship. of the Senate 
finance committee. 

Some lawmakers had vowed to 
seek a public vote.whatever the 
court decision. However, Senate 
President Pro Tern Rodney FJlk 


later said a paper ballot would 
be used in choosing the replace- 
ment for Kick Perry, who 
became governor last we^ after 
George W. Bush resigned to 
become president. 

*rhe lieutenant governor con- 
trols the flow of Senate legisla- 
tion. 

Ratliff will assume the duties 
but not the title of lieutenant 
governor. He will preside over 
the Senate and keep a vote as a 
legislator. A new lieutenant gov- 
ernor will be elected in 2002. 

News organizations - induding 
Lite Bryan-CoUege Station Eagle, 
San Antonio Express-News, 
Houston Chronicle, Waco 
Tribune-Herald, Austin- 
American Statesman and Texas 
Monthly magazine - had gone to 
court, seeking a public vote.

ELKO, Ncv. - Elko County 
readers may well find historian 
Stephen Ambrose’s best seller 
“Nothing Like It in the World” - 
about the building of the 
tronscondnenta! railroad during 
the 1860s - a treasure-trove of 
local and perhaps family history 
during the period. 

Students of northern Nevada 
history can read why many of the 
area’s earliest settlers came, 
what kept them here, and what 
their experiences helping build 
the railroad were like and some 
could find family members 
among those celebrated by the 
book’s subtitle: “The Men \^o 
Built the Transcontinental 
Railroad 1863-1869." 

The history details the projea 
from its inception, through the 
race to Utah between the east- 
ward bound Union Pacific and 
the westward bound Central 


Pacific railroads, to the comple- ' 
don of the line in 1669. It is con- 
sidered the historical successor to 
Ambrose’s '“Undaunted 
Courage” whidi he wrote about 
the Lewis and Clark exploradon 
party. 

Lewis Clement, one of the 
builders of the line from the 
Pacific side, reported that in 
Nevada “everything was expen- 
sive." 

“Water was scarce' after leav- 
ing the Ttuclcee and Humboldt 
riyers” and had to be hauled for 
steam and general use, Clgnient 
wrote. “Th« was not a dee that 
would make a board on over 500 
miles of the route, no satisfactory ' 
quality of building stone. .The 
country afforded nothing.” 

Perhaps the greatest obstacle 
to the lue’s construction from 
the western end, according to 
Ambrose, was the necessity of 
shipping supplies around South 
Arnica to America’s west coast 
arid then inland from there. The 


process escalated the costs oi the 
sup^es and the time it tow to 
bidld the thousand-plus- mlla of 
track. I 

Ambrose says northern Netjada 
towns like Winnemucca, ^tde 
Mountain, Montello, Carlin and 
Elko owe their vety existence to 
Abraham Lincoln’s vision hnd 
efforts to reignite the idea bf a 
transcontinental rail route In 
1859.

GOODING - Gooding County 
commissioners won’t ma^ a final 
decision on Bettencourt Dairy’s 
ating permit application until Jan. 

“We will probably moke a deci- 
sion then,” said Commissioner 
Tom Faulkner at a public hearing 
Tuesday. 

Wendell resident Don Cogger 
complained to commissioners 
about what he called the approval 
of dairies without regard to resi- 
dential impact. He presented 
Bettencourt attorney Rob 
Williams with documents backing 
his argument and asked him to 
look at them. 

In November, the Gooding 
County Planning and Zoning 
Commission approved owner Luis 
Benencoun’s siting permit appli- 


cation to continue operating his 
10,70(Hiead dairy on the ou^:^ 
of Wend^ 

Bettencourt’s application 
received approval more than a 
year ago but the decision was 
appeal^ at the local and distria 
court level While the judicial sys- 
tem waded through the facts, 
Bettencourt commoiced with the 
construction und operation of the 
dairy. 

Bettencourt’s first application 
was approved in November 1999 
but was appealed at the county 
level and thra again in Gooding’s 
Fifth Judicial District Court. A 
group of Wendell residents 
appealed the county’s decision 
saying that granting the siting per- 
mit was not in compliance with 
(Sooding County’s comprehensive 
plan or the county’s confined feed- 
ing animal operation ordinance 
(CAPO). Opponents also ques- 


tioned whether the findings of fact 
and decision made by the plan- 
ning and zoning members were 
supported by competent evidoioe. 

In July, Fifth District Judge 
Nathan Higer remanded the siting 
permit decision back to the coun- 
ty’s planning and zoning board, 
saying that Gooding County’s 
CAFO ordinance - Ordinance 66, 
passed in February 1999 -,Was 
invalid because of Goo^ng 
County Commissioner .Win 
Henslee’s involvement in the ded- 
sion-moking process. Henslee,wa$ 
employed V Bettencourt arjtlie 
time. Henslee had the petmit 
application for Bettencourt, Higer 
said in his written ruling, and, had 
been involved in the approval of 
the ordinance.

NevaeJa site to become first wind farm 


•LAS VEGAS (AP) - The 
Nevada Test Site soon will be 
home to the state's first wind 
farm thanks to on casement mak- 
ing 664 of the nation’s former 
atomic proving ground available 
to a private contractor. 

The three-phase project 
announced Wednesday could 
include more than 500 wind tur- 
bine generators with a combined 
capacity of more than 260 
megawatts, or enough power to 
supply a community of 85,000. 

“Any project of this nature is 
always contingent on the environ- 
mental process, which should be 
completed by March," said Tim 
Carlson, president and CEO of 
NTS Development Corp. 

Sen. Harry Reidt D-Nev., who 
was instrumental in obtaining the 
easement, said the test site’s 
alternative energy agenda “will 
enhance the capabilities that sup- 
port the defense of ogr nation.” 

NTS Development Corp., which 
received the easement, works 
with the Department of Energy . 
to promote new technology in 
Nevada. NTS will work with 
other companies - MNS, a part- 


nership between M&N Wind 
Power and Siemens' - to begin 
ordering equipment that is 
expected to bring an additional 
source of electricity to southern 
Nevada, Carlson said. 

“The first phase of the wind 
turbines ivill be. generating ener- 
gy by this time next year,” he 
said. 

The first phase, that canies a 
$125 million price tag, will con- 
sist of 140 turbines that can gen- 
erate 65 megawatts at peak 
capacity for some of the nation’s 
fastest-growing communities, 
including Las Vegas. 

A kilowatt hour is the rate at 
which electricity, measured in 
watts, is consumed. A megawatt 
equals 1,000 kilowatts or 1 mil- 
lion watts. An average fiunily of 
four uses 1,100 kilowatt hours 
each month, according to Neva^ 
Power Co. 

Similar to those operating near 
Palm Springs, Calif., the wind 
farm v^Il use turbines that 
employ a three-bladcd, horizontal 
axis design with on 80-foot ra^us 
and are mounted on 175-foot 
steel towers. Power from the gen-

A proposed settlement filed 
Thursday would resolve claims 
by the federal government and 
the Coeur d'Alene Tribe against 
two mining companies over pol- 
lution in the Silver Valley.

Mining and Refining Co. and 
Sunshine Precious Metals. They 
are among seven defendants in 
the lawsuit over mining pollu- 
tion at the Bunker Hill 
Superfimd cleanup site. 

'The Sunshine defendants have 
been in financial trouble due to 
low market prices for silver and 
are reorganizing under a 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy, the U.S. 


Department of Justice said. 

The proposed settlement 
would provide some immediate 
cleanup work for ecologically 
sensitive land and a plan for 
long-term payments to the plain- 
tiffs pegged to silver prices. It 
also would allow the Sunshine 
defendants to complete their 
reorganization. 

Public comment on the pro- 
posal will be accepted until Jan. 
11. 

The mining companies - 
including Asarco Inc., Hecla 
Mining Co. and Coeur d'Alene 
Mines - have discharged tailings 
and acid mine drainage into the 
South Fork of the Coeur AAlene 
River and its tributaries for 
decades, Justice officials said. 

Asarco, Hecla and Coeur 


d'Alene Mines this month asked 
the U.S. Environmentai 
Protection Agenc>' to halt efforts 
toward the waste cleanup until 
the huge suit is decided. But the 
agency turned them down flat, 
calling the request “uncon- 
scionable.” 

Die case goes to trial in Boise 
on Jan. 22. 

On Aug. 23, the Sunshine

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BOISE UP) - The Idaho 
Supreme Court upheld S9.5 mil- 
lion in punitive damages aivarded 
to an Idpho woman Injured in a 
1992 automobile acddcnt, reject- 
ing State Farm’s claims that the 
judgment sras "grossly excessive” 
under Idaho law. 

In fact, the high court said in a 
3-2 opinion issued Thursday that 
punitive damages roughly 95 
times the $102,250 that Cindy 
Robinson of Boi.se was awarded 
for compensatory damages were 
warranted given the insurance 
company’s bad faith handling of 
herclaim. 

Tlie April 1998 judgment repre- 
sented the largest ratio of punitive 


damages to compensatory dam- 
ages ever awarded in Idaho. The 
largest punitive damages ratio 
previously upheld was 26 times 
the compensatory award, the 
court said 

“Wliile the jury’s award of puni- 
tive damage in this case may 
appear at first glance to be exces- 
sive in punishing State Farm for 
the harm done to Robinson on this 
given occataon, the award bears a 
much more reasonable relation 
when viewed as a deterrent to 
future conduct,” outgoing Justice 
Cathy Silak, on her ncxt-to-last 
working day on the court, wrote 
for the majority. 

"Given the amount of State

its conduct, the $93 milU nn puni- 
tive award bears a reasonable 
relation to the amount reqtdred to 
remove State Farm’s realization of 
proGt from similar amdua in the 
future."

The 
chase at times exceeded 95 mph 
and ended near Athol. 

Tho driver ran into the woods 
but deputies found Morgan hid- 
ing under a tree. 

He was booketi on the grand 
theft warrant and a new charge 
of grand theft, aS well as felony 
eluding police and resisting 
arrest. 

“During the pursuit the road 
conditions were extremely slick 
and snow-covered in several 
areas,” Thurman said. “He had 


total disregard for public safe-

Plague of noisy, chirping frogs 
drives Havv^aii residents batty 


. HONOLULU (AP) - Larry 
Stevens lives in a secluded rain 
forest on the cast side of the Big 
Island, a quiet spot >^ere he once

“infiltrated" her neighborhood. 

“Soon as it gets 5:30 (p.m.) 
theyll start chirping,” CUark said. 
“And they’ll go real strong till 
midnighL” 

They don’t create a major prob- 
lem in their native Caribbean, 
where natural predators control 
their population. But with an 
exponential reproduction rate 


and no enemies other than angry 
humans, the frog population in 
Hawaii has exploded. 

In some areas, there arc more 
than 8,000 frogs per acre. 

“The sheer number here is the 
big difference,” said Earl 
C^pbcll, of the US Department 
of A^culturc’s Nadonoi Wildlife 
Research Center. 

Besides being a nuisance, the 
frogs compete for food with 
nadve birds and wildlife, he said. 
The frogs can consume as many as 
46,000 insects per acre every 
night. 

“There is a grave concern this 
could be a big problem,” 
Campbell said. 

Fred Kraus, the alien spedcs 
coordinator for the state land 
department, said the frogs may 
threaten the tsie economy by 
bothering tourists at hoi^ lower- 
ing property values and inhibiting 
the export of tropical produce and 
flowers. 


Report: 
Salmon 
count rises 


BOISE (AP) - An estimated 

365.000 spring Chinook salmon 
are stapng at the mouth of .the 
Columbia River, portending up to 

103.000 fish crossing into Idaho, 
state Fish and Game Department 
officials reported. 

^The primary component of the 
run is expected to be hatchery 
fish which were produced by 
adults spawned in 1997. The 
expected surplus of hatchery chi- 
nook could mean sport and tribal 
fishing in 2001. 

The spring Chinook estimated 
to be of Snake River origin this 
time is higher than average at 
206,700 or 57 percent. Of the last 
run of 178,600 adults, only 29 per- 
cent were projected to be from 
the Snake River. 

But the 1997 run had a higher- 
than-average proportion of Snake 
River fish, so a stror^ brood run 
is headed upriver. 

There arc several ways to esti- 
mate hosv many fish at Uie mouth 
of the Columbia will cross over 
Lower Granite Dam into Idaho. 
Currently, the total chinook 
return estimate runs from 72300 
to 102,900 adults at the dam 
downstream from Lew-iston. 

The range will “tighten up” as 
fish .begin to move up the 
Columbia River, anadromous 
fisheries biologist Sharon Kiefer 
said. 

The composition of the adult 
return might range from 59,000 
to 83300 hatchery fish and from 
13,900 to 19,600 wild ones 
because only 19 percent of the 
rcnim is projected to be natunU- 
ly produced. 

For hatchery fish, the most 
recent high return was 33,800 
adults last spring. For wild spring 
Chinook, it was 11,300 in 1992. 
This year's natural return still 
will be half or less of the wild fish 
that returned to the Snake Basin 
in the 1970s. 

Fish and Game said the higher 
number of spawning fish in this 
year’s return will help popula- 
tions such as in Marsh Creek trib- 
utary of the Middle Fork of the 
Salmon River, but it is not 
enou^ to intticatc a recovery.

Palestinians balk 
at U.S. proposal 
for peace talks 

JERUSALEM (AP) - A bus 
bomb exploded in Tel Aviv's 
business district Thursday, and a 
second blast ripped a junction at 
the edge of the Gaza Strip, only 
hours after a M east peace sum- 
mit was canceled. Two Israelis 
were killed and at least 16 hurt, 
officials sold. 

The violence-erupted as both 
Israel and. the Palestinians 
balked at crucial provisions of 
American peace proposals they 
were handed last week, dratvihg- 
a frustrated response from 
President Clinton. 

In Washington, Clinton ruled 
out further talks with Israeli and 
Palestinian leaders until they 
accepted his basic framework for 
a peace pact. "There is no point 
in our talking further unless both 
sides accept the paramc ■>rs I 
have laid out," Clinton said. 

Still, there remained some 
hope for the U.S. plan; two key 
Arab states - Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia - lent guarded .support to

it, and Yasser Arafat said 
Palestinians would look closely 


to the views of “our Arab broth- 
ers.” 

Arafat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Barak had been 
due to meet with Egypt 
President Hosni Mubarak in the 
Red Sea resort of Sharm el-Sheik 
on Thursday to discuss the U.S. 
plan. But with the Palestinians 
sharply questioning the U.S. pro- 
posals. the Egyptians canceled 
the summit. 

Thursday's bloodshed followed 
several days of relative calm on 
the ground in Israel and the 
Palestinian lands. The calm 
ended as a bomb blew up in the 
back of a bus carrying dozens of 
passengers along a busy Tel Aviv 
thoroughfare. Black smoke bil- 
lowed skyward and panicked 
pedestrians scattered. 

“Suddenly there was an explo- 
sion and flames,” driver Yigal 
Reichman told army radio. "I 
stopped the bus and opened the 
door and people ran out.” 
Hospital officials said 14 people 
werehun. 

Hours later, two Israelis were 
killed and two injured in a pow- 
erful blast along Israel's border 
with the. Gaza Strip. Police 
sources, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said they were trying 
to dismantle a roadside bomb.

MOSCOW - Russian journalists 
are a worried bunch th^ 

In the past few mohths, the 
owner of the nation’s only inde- 
pendent televisioa network was 
arrested for the second One 
of Russia’s most popular televi- 
sion commentators was pulled off 
the air - he says for criticizing 
President Vladimir Putin. A 
Moscow newspaper was raid^ 1^ 
the secret service after it pub- 
lished a satellite photo of the 
sunken Russian submarine 
Kursk. 

Yet even in this nail-biting con- 
text, the Dec. 16 attack on 
Moscow reporter Oleg Luriye 
attracted notice. This isn’t 
because Luriye is well known; he 
is not, although his stories last 
year about bribe-paying Kremlin 
contractors won him a modest 
reputation as a digger. 

The attack caused a stir 
because there seems to be no 
explanation for it aside from 
Luriye’s articles about corruption 
among government officiids, espe- 
cially in the Kremlin. It’s also 
noteworthy because Moscow jour- 
nalists, though subjea to oil lands 
of pressure, generally aren’t 
anacked with straight razors. 

“It was a ivaming,” said Luriye 
last week after his release from a 
hospital, where doctors stitched 
up three slashes across his left 
cheek. “It was a demonstration of 
power.” 

For Luriye’s newspaper, the 


Independent Novaya' Gazeta; it 
was the second assault on one of 
its journalists this year. In July, a 
reporter who covered cultural 
affairs died after be^ beateri in 
the head with a hanuner. Editbrs 
said that reporter apparently had 
been mista k en for a colleague ^v• 
ing in the same building who was 
investigating allegations of bi^- 
level corruption involWng bil 
deals. ■ : • 

The assault on Luriye >fas 
another reprisal, said Yuri 
Schekochildn, a deputy botit to 
the newspaper’s editor in clief 
and to the head of the security 
committee in the lower house! of 
parliament 

“I think this shows that 
authorities are continuing their 
policy of Intimidating journal- 
ists,” he said. "I believe the 
attack ... is typical of President 
grin’s press policy, where there 
is room only for officially sanc- 
tioned ... propaganda.” 

The Kremlin made no immedi- 
ate response to Schekochikih’s 
comments. 

Attacks on Russian journalists 
are common. Oleg Panfilov, who 
runs the Moscow Center for 
Journalism in Extreme Siniatiohs, 
said he has counted M this year. 
Most attacks occur in the 
provinces, and most go unsolved, 
Panftlov said. Luriye was sl^ed 
because someone wanted to 
silence him, Panfilov said. He 
doesn't rule out government offi- 
cials, who he said “are slowly 
waging war against journalists.’?

CSI course gives

TWIN FALLS - Cindy Scott always liked

Many students have agreed with Scott 
and opted out of the more time<onsuining 
and uncertain CPA route, taking instead 
on Accounting/Computerized Bookkeeping 


course at CSI, said Cindy Bond, CSI’s 
Business Department chairwoman. 

The course runs two years vs. the five 
years students spend acquiring masters’ 
degrees in accounting which then allow 
them to take the CPA exam. Bond said. 
Even after the four or five years of school- 
ing, some students decide not to take the 
exam and others just don't it.

“With fewer and fewer 
uniy^ty students avaUable to take these 
positions it makes our students that much 
more valuable. Another thing that makes 
these people (who complete the two-year 
program) so valuable is they have a lot of 
computer experience. 

“We have had some local firms call us 
looking for students because they said 
their pool is smaller.”

Meanwhile, ConAgra employ- 
ees were being courted by com- 
petitors’ packing plants in Liberi, 
Dodge City and Guymon, Okla. 

Those plants have inundated 
Garden City’s only Spanish- 
speaking radio station with 
requests to purchase advertising 
to publicize job fairs and other 
efforts to recruit ConAgra’s 
experienced meat processors. 

Fox said cattle would be 
rerouted to its other beef pro- 
cessing plants in Greeley, Colo.; 
Grand Island, Neb.; Dumas, 
Te^ and Hyru^ Utah. 

“It’s a big thing for our peo- 
ple," Fox said. "We are trying to 
make sure it’s not a big thing for 
our buyen and suppliers.

The ConAgra plant is one of 
six beef processing plants in 
Kansas, which leads the nation 
with 8.03 million head of cattle 
processed annually. Each of the 
four largest beef processors - 
IBP, Excel, ConAgra and 


National - have processing 
plants in Kansas and could pick 
up some of the slack, industry 
observers say. 

Todd Domer. with Kansas 
Livestock Association in Topeka, 
said the fire would have little 
effect QiKonsumers. About 
120, Opp head of cattle are 
processed daily in the United 
States - about 3,500 to 3,600 on 
overage at ConAgra's Garden 
uty plant, he said.
